It was the second mass grave imcovcrcdin recent days near [the 
war-ravaged capital. The army found 22 bodies south of Kabul last 
week. All had been shot in the head. 

The 10 bodies were uncovered Sunday by a newly formed security^, 
commission established to try to put an end to rampant lawlessness in 
Kabul.

War, the government disclosed Monday that ItI million Communist 
fighters died and 600,000 were wounded in‘2l years of conflict. 

The casualties included Viet Cong guerrillas who operated in South 
Vietnam and profcssiortal.-North Vietnamese soldiers who aided them. 

Previous estimates in the, West said the Communist forces lost 
about 666,000 fighters. During thc war, North Vietnam played down 
its losses to boost morale at home and discourage South Vietnam and -, 
the United States. It was not clear why it waited so long before releas- 
ing the actual count. Nearly 58,200 U.S. soldiers were killed and 
223,748 South Vietnamese died. More than 5,200 South Koreans, 
Australians, New Zealanders and Thai soldiers who fought on the 
southern side also were killed.

Perry unable to stop nuclear deal with Iran 


• MOSCOW (AP) — Russia reject- 
ed a U.S. request Monday to abandon 
a planned sale of nuclear reactors to 
. Iran, and, in a new point of dispute, 
said it might take "countermeasures" 
if NATO expanded cast toward 
Russia. 

After a full day of meetings with 
top government officials, Defense 
Secretary William- Perry told 
reporters he had failed to persuade 
the Russians that selling the reactors 
would enhance Iran’s efforts to 
acquire nuclear weapons. 

Perry said Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin assured him his gov- 
ernment would sec to it that Iran did 
not use the reactors for any nuclear 
weapons purpose. 

“I told him 1 do not share that con- 
fidence,’’ Perry told a news confer- 
ence. 

In a further sign of discord 
between Moscow and Washington, 
Gen. Pavel Grachev, the defense 
minister, told reporters after meeting 
with Perry that Russia might be com- 
pelled to take "countermeasures” if- 
NATO expanded its 16-nation mem- 
bership to include Eastern European 
countries on Russia's borders. 

One Russian response to an 
expanded NATO alliance,. Grachev 
said, might be to abandon the 
Conventional Forces in Europe 
treaty, which imposes limits on the 
numbers, types and disposition of 
non-nuclear forces and troops in the 
-region, 

For the past few years Russia has 
sought unsuccessfully to persuade 
Washington to agree to amend the 
conventional forces treaty to permit 
Russia to deploy more forces near its

can, with sophisticated science, be 
processed to a purity that makes it a 
building block of nuclear bombs.

BUHL - When Muriel Moss was a 
-iChicago mursing .studenusiarting Jn -1945.- 
the Buhl native cared- for a few tuberculosis 
patients whose chests had been cut open. 

Those incisions were then left to heal 
from the* inside out. 

“It was pretty gruesome, those great big 
gaping wbunds,** Moss said. "I think it was 
very innovative at the time." . 

When Moss was diagnosed a few years’ 
' later with tuberculosis, an infection she 
probably contracted from those patients, she 
was glad treatment had progressed enough 
so she didn't have to endure a similar fate. 

The availability of tuberculosis medica- 
tions has' further changed the disease's trcai- 
^ment since the days when patients rested in 
sanitariums such as the now-abandoned 
state tubcrculosjs hospital in Gooding.. But 
that doesn't mean tuberculosis is -no longer 
. . a threat, say public-health nurses, who. are 


obs erving Public Health Week this week. . 

"It's improved a lot, but it’s going- to get 
worse again if people don't take core of 
themselves,” satd.69-ycar-old Moss^who 
-retired from a_carccnof. public-health jiurs-_ 
ing and educating in 1987. 

. Nationwide, public-officials had thought 
a few years ago that they would be able to 
virtually get rid of tuberculosis. But strains 
of drug-resistant tuberculosis and the spread 
•of the disease among people infected with 
the AIDS vims, homeless people nnd intra- 
venous drug users has idled that progress. 

Idaho hasn't had a drug-resistant ease. 
And in Idaho last year, there were just 13 
eases of tuberculosis, including one in Twin 
Falls County. 

"That’s either good or bad." said Cheryle 
Becker, nurse epidemiologist for the South 
Central District Health Department. "You 
have to entertain the thought that there arc 
eases that aren't being detected. 

"The disease has the ability of being dor- 
mant for long periods of time."

Inactive tubcrcutosis eases arc treated 
with six months’ of medication.

-Project Mutual Telephone' Co.. ' 
which has served rural areas in the 
Magic Valley since 1916, lias plans 
to buy US West's Oakley exchange 
for SI. 6 million. About 500 phone 
lines will be included in the sale, 
which will come before the commis- 
sion on May 23. 

The commission will schedule a 
public hearing in Oakley nnd in 10 
other communities where US West, 
has put exchanges up ‘for sale, 
according to Weldon Stutzman, state 
deputy attorney general representing 
the commission. 

The total sales price of the IT 
exchanges is S54 million, Stutzman 
said. The book value of the 
exchanges totals $30.5 million, he . 
said, but the figure docs not include 
taxes and depreciation. 

Generally, the- commission 
decides' how any remaining millions 
should be used to benefit rate payers 
as opposed to shareholders, accord-, 
ing to Stutzman. - 

Renee Richardson. US West’s 
community affairs manager in Idaho,, 
said it is in the customer's best inter- 
est to turn exchanges over to local 
companies. 

"There' are a lot of changes in the 
• telecommunication industry that are 
drivi n g US West to s e II in rural 


areas," Richnrdson said. "If we 
couldn't commit to in n timely man- 
ner, we didn't want to fall behind." 

US West faces stiff competition in 
larger areas with customers' want ing ‘ 
access to the information superhigh- 
way, Richardson said.

WASHINGTON — The March economic survey of-U.S. 
purchasing managers shows manufacturing activity is clearly 
slowing and that price pressures, although still present, have 
begun to lessen, economists said Monday. 

The National Association ofjPurehnsing Management 
.report’s overall index of activity slowed to 51.4 percent from 
54.5 percent in February, a sharper decline than expected and 
the lowest level since September 1993. Tlje survey of 250 
purchasing managers also showed a, decline in the NAPM 
price index to 79.4 percent from 83.4 percent in February. 

A number above 50 percent is considered a sign of expan- 
sion in the manufacturing economy. A number below that 
level is seen as indicating a slowing in the manufacturing 
economy. 

The decline in' the March index brought the NAPM index 
to its lowest level since September 1993. 

"This fits in with other data that the economy is losing 
momentum more quickly than expected,’’ said Robert Brusca, 
economist for Nikko Securities. 

Michael Moran, chief economist lor Daiwa Securities,, said 
analysts knew a. slowdown in manufacturing was occurring, 
bpt Monduy’s report suggests the deceleration "may be 
stronger than people hud been thinking.’’
